Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative argues that since Andres discloses a 
hollow deck plank, the combined teachings of Detterman and Andres do not achieve the claimed invention wherein the 
internal closed cells in the composite materia define 30% to 70% of the volume which is defined by a bottom surface , a 
top surface, a first side surface and a second side surface of the deck plank. Note that support for this limitation is not 
found in the original specification. It is suggested that the deck plank with a solid profile will be sufficient to render the 
claims unobvious over the Detterman and Andres. Applicant's representative contends that a negative limitation "in an 
absence of cellulose fiber" or a limitation of the fiber diameter will be sufficient to overcome the art rejections over 
Detterman and Ittel. There is no agreement on the amendments . 
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
